AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CERTAIN SECTIONS OF
CHAPTER 10 OF THE CITY OF ATLANTA CODE OF
ORDINANCES FOR THE PURPOSE OF MODIFYING THE
PARKING REQUIREMENTS FOR ESTABLISHMENTS
LICENSED FOR THE SALE OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES; AND
FOR OTHER PURPOSES.

WHEREAS, the Alcohol Technical Advisory Group was asked to review certain
provisions of Chapter 10 of the City of Atlanta Code of Ordinances which regulates the
sale of aleoholic beverages and to produce recommendations; and

WHEREAS, the Alcohol Technical Advisory Group has reviewed the ordinances related
to parking in establishments licensed for the sale of alcoholic beverages; and

WHEREAS, the Alcohol Technical Advisory Group has also reviewed the parking
requirements which apply to eating and drinking establishments as set forth in the
Zoning Code; and

WHEREAS, the Alcohol Technical Advisory Group and City believes that the two sets
of parking requirements can be consolidated without any deleterious effects on the
public health, safety and welfare; and

WHEREAS, the Alcohol Technical Advisory Group and City believes that the
regulatory purposes related to these parking requirements can be best served by having
most of the parking regulations appear only in the Zoning Code; and

WHERFAS, the Alcohol Technical Advisory Group has presented ordinances to both
the Public Safety and Legal Administration Committee and the Zoning Committee to
accomplish this consclidation.

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY
OF ATLANTA, GEORGIA, as follows:

Section 1. That Section 10-1 of the City of Atlanta Code of Ordinances is amended by
adding the following definition to the current list of definitions found in Section 10-1,
Chapter 10, Article I of the Code of Ordinances, City of Atlanta, Georgia, as follows:

Adequate parking means parking that meets the requirements of the Code.

Section 2. That Section 10-57, Chapter 10, Article II of the Code of Ordinances, City of
Atlanta, Georgia is amended by adding a new subsection (8) as follows:



(8)  The application does not furnish evidence of adequate parking as defined in this
chapter. This parking requirement is in addition to the requirement of subsection (3) of

this section.

Section 3. That all ordinances and parts of ordinances in conflict herewith be and the
same are hereby waived.

Section 4: That this ordinance shall become effective January 1, 2006.
